The Shoe »nd leather Bank Bobbed by « 


Bookkeeper 


NEW YOUK, Nov. ar..— Through the 


dishonesty of Samuel C. Seeley, a book- 
keeper in the National shoe and 
Leather jank of this city, that institu- 
tion has lost S.".-i4,OOU in the past four 
or five years. Seeley was an old and 
long-trusted 
employe. 
He worked 


with a confederate on the outside in 
the person of a depositor in the bank 
of thirty years standing. 


The Lank persued the 
old-style 


ledger-book method, which permitted 
this cons piracy to exist without detec- 
tion. Under the old tystem no deposit 
slips are used, the depositor simply 
presenting a pass book in which the 
bookkeeoer writes the amount of the 
deposit. 


The scheme as worked by Seeley 


and his confederate was very simple 
Seeley entered false credits on the pass 
book for small amounts, charged them 
in another account and carried these 
charges along in a clever way from 
year to ^ car. These peculations began 
about five years ago and had swelled 
to the total of SJM 000 when the dib- 
covery vas made of the defalcation. 


Home time ago the bank decided to 


change the system of keeping bookB 
and adopt a more modern method. 
Seeley immediately knew that hit, fal- 
sification of thebooks would be re- 
vealed and disappeared, while the over- 
hauling of the boolcs was in progress. 
The confederate is known. The di- 
rectors immediately held a meeting 
and havj deckled to make good the iin- 
pairmen t at once. 


The clearinghouse committee visited 


the bank and made the following 
etateme at: 


"A recent examination of the affairs 


of the >ational Shoe and Leather bank 
by the national bank examiner devel- 
oped a defalcation of S3r.4,000, and after 
investigation by tl»c clearinghouse com- 
mittee t his loss was confirmed 
The 


committee are unanimous in the opin- 
ion thai notwithstanding this loss the 
bank if in a sound condition and able 
to pay its depositors." 


The following statement was, issued 


by the president, John M. Crane, yes- 
terday ufternoon: 


NEW YOBK, Nov. 24, 1894. 


To THE PUBLIC: 
A bookkeeper of 
this bank has disappeared, and the re- 
sult of a thorough investigation made 
at our 'equest by the national bank 
examiner has proven him a defaulter 
to the amount of 8354,000, to meet 
which '..he directors have called on the 
stockholders for an assessment to am- 
ply cover any deficiency. We append 
a statement by the clearinghouse com- 
mittee. 
(Signed) 
JOHN M. CBANE, 
President. 


President Crane said to a United 


Press reporter yesterday afternoon: 


"Seeley has been an employe of this 


bank for fourteen years. He came 
here recommended by a fellow clerk, 
and w»s getting a salary of 81,800 per 
year at, one of the bookkeepers. His 
honesty and faithfulness have never 
been ouestioned until wo had unde- 
niable proof of his dishonesty. 


"We have no idea, however, how 


long Seeley has been carrying ou 
these peculations, but it must have 
been for two or three years. 
His 


method seems to have been of bal- 
ancing of various accounts. Suppose 
a man had an a«ount with our bank 
of $30,000, and of £10,000. Seeley would 
take $5,000 from one account, which 
he coi Id take himself, and then put 
the $->,000 to the other account, which 
•would apparently balance the bank's 
accounts. To have secured the enor- 
mous amount would, of course, re- 
quire an immense amount of balanc- 
ing. He had to be very careful not to 
diminish a depositor's account so 
much that on attempting to draw the 
depositor would discover that his ac- 
count had been tinkered with. 


"Tlie bank, of course, will be a loser 


to th< amount of Seeley's defalcation, 
<bat the public can rest assured that 
the st anding of our bank is not im- 
paired. Our surplus is about $200,000. 
8«ele?'s bond, furnished by the United 
State i Guarantee Co., was for $7,000 
which, of course, will be forfeited." 


Th<! National Shoe and Leather bank 


was founded 'as a state institution in 
1853, and became a national institu- 


"" tkm'in 1865. A vear ago last June the 
capital of the bank was increased from 
KM ODD to 81,000,000. Seeley's defalca- 
tion .is the first in the history of the 


to appear, and another clerk was put 
in hiVplace. This was ttie first in- 
timation given of anything wrong. 
The police were notified at once, and 
evprv effort was made to apprehend 
the two offenders. 
The fugitives, 


however, had a good start, and there is 
a possibility of their being well out of 
the country by this time. Seeley s 
wife and children are still at their 
home. The wife, prostrated by the 
shock of her husband's crime and 
flight, is at the point of death. 


The Seeley defalcation is the largest 


since the Hill robbery of the Ninth 
national bank in 1891. Hill was pres- 
ident of the bank, and the discovery of 
his wrongdoing was not made until 
after his death.

FLUSIIISO, N. Y., Nov. 35.—Messrs. 


George L. Baker and Frederick Baker, 
brothers of Sand Point, Long Island, 
who do business in New York city and 
reside in this village with their fa- 
ther, Frederick R. Baker, a New York 
lawyer, went out gunning in a skiff 
yesterday morning. After they had 
been out for some time their father, 
who is 70 years old, started out in a 
rowboat in search of them. 


While returning, the Baker brothers 


found the dead body of their father 
floating alongside of an upturned boat. 
The- sons towed the body ashore. A 
coroner was summoned. He impaaneled 
a jury and gave a permit to remove 
the remains to the late home of Mr. 
Baker. 
The deceased was very wealthy, and 


was the owner of the well-known farm, 
"Kinclow," which is famous for prize 
cattle and poultry. 
It is stated here that Baker is none 


other than the Frederick K. Baker, 
whose name is coupled with that of 
Bookkeeper Seeley in connection with 
the robbery of the National Shoe and 
Leather bank by the latter. It is 
known that New York detectives ar- 
rived at Sand Point yesterday with a 
warrant for the arrest of a prominent 
man of that place.

CONFESSED HIS CRIME. 


The Mystery of the Murder of the Good 


Children Sear Fuuldlng, O., Cleared Up. 
TOLEDO, O., Nov. 35.—Whatever mys- 


tery remained in connection with the 
murder of little Elsie and Ashby Good 
near Paulding three weeks ago, and for 
which crime Charles Hart and Clar- 
ence Brindle are now in custody, 
was cleared up 
yesterday, when 


Hart made a complete 
confession 


to the sheriff and prosecuting at- 
torney of Paulding county. 
Hart, 


it is said, has given every detail 
of the atrocious crime and he alone 
will probably have to answer for the 
killing of the unfortunate children. 
In his confession he tells how he mur- 
dered Elsie and Ashby Good in the 
woods near the spot where he at- 
tempted to cremate their mutilated 
bodies. 
The confession in detail has, of 


course, not been made public, and per- 
haps never will be until the case comes 
to trial. 
To what extent Clarence 


Brindle, the other prisoner, is impli- 
cated is uncertain. He, it is said, 
burned the clothing worn by Hart and 
secreted for him the instrument that 
did the cutting. 
Hart made his confession in the 


presence of Detectives Brown and 
Klein, of Cleveland, and Sheriff Staley, 
and it was sworn to with his hand on 
the Bible. 
Merritt, the colored preacher, who 


has b^en held under bonds of 81,000 to 
appear as a witness against Hart and 
Brindle, is accused by Hart in the lat- 
ter's confession of outraging the little 
girl. 


Sheriff Staley, after the confess! u 


was made, went to the scene of t e 
tragedy and dug up from the ground 
what is supposes tb be the knife with 
which the children were butchered. 
After that Hart persistently talked of 
the affair. 


Because of rumors of mobs being or- 


gan izetl else where than in Paulding, 
he has been removed to the Williams 
county jail at Bryan, where he will re- 
main until the trial. Brindle is still 
in the Paulding jail.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2fl.—It is seldom 


that much interest is found in the 
pages of the formal Annual report of 
a government officer, but Postmaster 
General Bissel has succeeded in prov- 
ing the exception to the rule in his ac- 
count of the operations of the post- 
office department during the past 
twelve months. It contains a number 
of novel, almost unique, suggestions 
and recommendations, but these are as- 
sociated with practical ideas and plans 
that render them of more than ordi- 
nary value and tend to incite deeper 
study into their scope and worth. 
The policy which Mr. Bissell has out- 
lined may be briefly given in his own 
words. 
"In general," he says, "I would rec- 


ommend that the first and most im- 
portant thing to be done is to revise 
the law as to second class matter, so 
as to place the post office department 
immediately upon a 
self-sustaining 


basis.

With reference to the postmasters in 
smaller offices, Mr. Bissell expresses 
his willingness to indorse any reason- 
able plan which will take their selec- 
tion, with all the consequent bicker- 
ings and jealousies, from the hands of 
the postmaster general, and he makes 
his ideas so broad on this subject as to 
leave no doubt that he will favor the 
suggested popular vote as the means 
out of the difficulty in cases where 


lere is more than one candidate. 
f-o show just how vast is the postal 
ervice of the United States, Mr. Bis- 
ell has taken another novel method. 
'e has secured from his subordinates 
nd incorporated in the report, a rec- 
rd of what is actually accomplished 
n one day, and the table presented 
ives a better idea of postal business 
ban fuller and more complicated de- 
ails. Tbisrecorflof an average Say's 
usiness is as follows:

The deficiency in postal revenue for 


.he fiscal year ended June 30, 189t, was 
j9 i>43,93:>. The total revenue derived 
was $75,080,47!), and the expenditures 
SS4,324,414. For the current year Mr. 
Bissell estimates that the expendi- 
tures will amount to $90,399,485, leav- 
,ng an estimated deficiency of $">,971,- 
736, and his estimate for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1896, places the expendi- 
tures at $91,059,283, and the deficiency 
at only 84,151,876. 


According to Mr. Bissell's showing 


the deficiency for the last fiscal year 
would have been much larger if the 
department had not curtailed the ex- 
penses. This was accomplished, how- 
ever, without any detriment to the 
postal service, for, as Mr. Bissell says, 
the post office establishment "cannot 
and should not stop to consider little 
economies" on account of its duties 
and obligations to the public, but 
"must need exert itself to the utmost 
to secure the best possible results in 
the way of celerity, accuracy and se- 
curity in the dispatch of' the mails, 
and without sparing any reasonable 
expenditure in that b ehalf." 


And to this he adds: "The compli- 


cations arising from the railroad strikes 
of the year served only to emphasize 
the wisdom of this policy." 


The cause of the falling off in the 


revenue is thus explained by Mr. Bis- 
sell: "It is the record of a year of 
almost unprecedented business depres- 
sion and financial distress, and so in- 
timately is the postal service connected 
with the business interests and affairs 
of the country, that whatever condi- 
tions affect them are immediately re- 
flected in the volume of postal revenues. 


The postmaster general says that the 


annual deficiency could be overcome 
by a general Increase in postal rate*, 
but he thinks this should not be re- 
torted to. B* believes that the postal 
service should be self-sustaining, and 
he holds that the annual deficiency is 
C&nMd by the nniliip M&ou&t oi 


matter transmitted at the second-class 
•ates of one cent a pound. If re- 
•enchment had not been indulged in, 
le deficiency for the last fiscal year 
ould have been enormous. The sav- 
ng was in part made in, abrogating 
certain of the steamship subsidy cou- 
racts arranged by Postmaster-General 
Vanamaker, thus avoiding an expenli- 
ure, characterized by Mr. Bissell as 
'useless," of $14,431,323, and through 
ther means the total amount saved 
was brought up to 516,019.047. Mr. 
Jissell explains that the efficiency of 
he postal service was in no way re- i 
arded or restricted through this re- 
,renchment. 
The most important topic in the re- 


port is treated under the explanatory 
:aption: "Abuses connected with sec- 
ond-class matter." Mr. Bissell states 
vithout reserve that advertisers, book 
mblishers and others have taken ad- 
'antage of the broad construction 
of what constitutes matter of the 
second 
class, 
by 
sending 
put 


;heir advertisements, and publica- 
tions, under the technical disguise of 
newspapers and periodicals, and have 
thus secured the benefit of the lower 
rate of postage. He has discovered 
that the abuse has grown so great that 
it now costs the government eight 
times as much to carry second-class 
matter as the revenue derived from it. 
The volume of second-class business 
grew from 184,000,000 pounds in 18S8 to 
356,000,000 in 1833, nearly doubling in 
six years. 


"Of course," says Mr. Bissell, "no 


one can believe that such an increase 
is legitimate," and he adds that it is 
ertimated that during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1894, out of about 451,- 
000,000 pounds of mail matter of all 
classes carried 299,000,000 or nearly 
two-thirds, went under the second- 
class rates, leaving a net loss to the 
government in its transportation of 
816,973.000. 


I believe that one year's experience 


under such limitations, with the frauds 
and abuses checked, would demonstrate 
that we have already reached the tune 
and conditions when all such legiti- 
mate newspapers and periodical maga- 
zines may be transmitted through our 
mails from publishers, into the hands 
of subscribers free of all cost." 


Regarding civil service, reform in the 


post office department, Mr. Hist-cll con- 
tends that it 
should be extended 


wherever practical, and suggests that 
the lower grade—the fourth class of 
postmaster—might be included within 
the benefits of the civil service law. 
He states that for more than a genera- 
tion the American people have been 
trained to regard the post office as in- 
separable from the varying fortunes of 
the two great political parties, and, 
after deploring this fallacy, he adds: 
"The intelligence of our people has 
long outgrown the notion that any one 
political party enjoys a monopoly of 
administrative talent." 


The postmaster general's attention 


is too much engrossed by appoint- 
ments, says Mr. Bissell, and he main- 
tains that the improvement of postal 
facilities is retarded by the present 
spoils system. "Various devices," he 
continues, "have been proposed for re- 
lieving the 
postmaster 
general of 


his ever-increasing burden of responsi- 
bility with regard to appointments. 
Only 
one measure, 
however, 
so 


far 
as 
I 
am 
aware, has 
yet 


taken the form of a legislative bill. 
That provides for the division of the 
whole country into postal districts, 
each under the supervision of an in- 
spector, who is to investigate the an- 
tecedents, experience, reputation, etc., 
of all applicants for vacant fourth- 
class postmasterships in his own dis- 
trict, and report the results to the 
postmaster-general. The postmaster- 
general is then to appoint the candi- 
date who, on the face of the report, 
appears to be the best qualified in all 
respects. Once appointed, a post- 
master may not be suspended or re- 
moved for political reasons. 


"Whether such a plan is or is not 


the best that can be devised, it is at 
least the formulation of a plan which 
is entitled to a most careful and imme- 
diate consideration, and may become 
a ioundation upon which to build." 


Upon the subject of postal telegraph 


Mr. Bissell disagrees with bis prede- 
cessor, Mr. Wanamaker, with reference 
to the 
desirability. 
He thinks it 


wholly impracticable at this time.

A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


Three Persons Knocked from a Bridge 


and Killed by a Train. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., Nov. 26.— Yester- 


day morning at 9 o'clock a terrible ac- 
cident at Green Springs, Vf. Va , eigh- 
teen miles east of this place, resulting 
in the death of Isaac Taylor, aged CO 
years, his wife, aged 58, and a Miss 
Kidwell, aged 17 years.

The engineer said he did 
not see them until he was within two 
car lengths of them, and then it was 
utterly impossible to stsEjatb* train.

Paul uttered this truth stand- 
ing amid the glories of the seven hills.
